An English spokesman, seeking to 
convince the correspondents of the ex-

‘Comet, Acrobat of Ether, 
Gives This Age No. Thrill’ 


Pons-Winnecke Orb Looks Like Tiny Dash of Light to 
Star-Gazers Here; Only 3,500,000 Miles Off 
Into Space. 


Equipped with telescopes, binoculars 
and improvised astronomical instru- 
ments of varied character, thousands of 
Washington’s professiona] and amateur 
stargazers looked heavenward last night 
as the Pons-Winecke comet approached 
within 3,500,000 miles of this planet. 

They saw a tiny dash of light in the 
southeastern sky, trailed by a small, 
fan-shaped tail. Disappointing it 
proved to many, not greatly dissimilar 
to the thousands of stars in whose 
midst it hung. To the scientifically in- 
clined, however, it represented the first 
visit to the earth in six years of one of 
the host of vnruly bodies of the ether. 

Although the comet will be visible 
with the ald of telescope until Sun- 
day night, last night was its nearest 
approach to the earth in the course of 
its orbit. It was the, nearest approach 


of any comet to this sphere since 1770, 
when Lexell’s comet passed a oon 
1,400,000 miles away. 

Watchers at the Naval Observatory 
last night failed to note anything un- 
usual in the progress of the great body 
as it hurtled through the skies. Only 
one meteor, and that a faint one, was 
observed to leave the comet. 

As the Pons-Winnecke reached 
point closest to the earth, it 
found to be just 30 degrees east, and 
a little south, of the brilliant star 
Altair, according to scientists at the 
Naval Observatory. 

They declared it to be traveling in 
the same general direction as this 
planet, although gaining 10 degrees on 
the earth each day it pursues its

INCOME TAX RETURN 
OF DISTRICT SHOWS 
59 495 S75 INCREASE 


Corporation: Collections 


in 1925 Reach Highest 
Total, Says Report. 


U.S. GIVEN $13,837,237 
BY WASHINGTONIANS 


Individual Receipts Reveal 
Decrease of $97,815, Survey 
by Treasury Reveals. 


Combined individual and corporation 
income tax collections for the District 
in 1925 represent an increase of $2,325,- 
975 over returns for thc preceding 
year, according to a statistical income 
tax survey completed yesterday by the 
Treasury Department. 

The total of $8,119,191 realized on 
corporation tax collections, combined 
with the $5,718,046 in individual’ in- 
come tax receipts, brought the com- 
bined income tax returns for the Dis- 
trict to a total of $13,837,237. In 1924 
the combined receipts amounted to 
but $11,511,262. 

Climbing to . $8,119,191, 
tax retumas reached their highest total 
since enactment of the law. Internal 
revenue figures indicated a $17,035,669 
increase in the net income of District 
corporations in 1925 over 1924. A peak 
of $64,493,229 was reached, as com- 
pared with $47,457,560 the year before. 

Although national income tax re- 
turns showed an increase of'$30,289,793 
in 1925 over the preceding year, indi- 
vidual tax receipts, in the District 
dropped $47,815 during that period. 


$5,718,046 Is Collected. 


The report revealed that $6,718,046 
was realized in the District on individ- 
ual income tax collections in 1925, as 
compared with a national total of 
$734,555,183. The increase in national 
tax collections was recorded despite a 
43.4 per cent decrease in the number of 
income tax returns, and 14.66 per cent 
in the total net income. 

There were 34,543 fewer returns filed 
in the District in 1925 than in 1924, 
and the reported net income. for. the 
local territory showed a corresponding 
falling off of $52,958,554 over 1924. As- 
cording to the summary, 1.04 per cent 
of the estimated populetion of $514,000 
filed returns. The average income tax 
paid in the District, however, was $132, 
representing an increase of $58 over 
1924. 

Ninety-seven more corporations filed 
returns in the local territory in 1926 
than in the preceding year; bringing 
the. number filing returns to 1,753. Of 
these 672 reported no net income for 
the year, as compared to 714 reporting 
no net income in 1924. These submit- 
ted reports of deficits to the extent 
of $4,510,589, which sum was shown to 
be $2,169,230 lower than the reported 
deficits in 1924. 

National figures indicated that al- 
though 430,072 corporations filed re- 
turns, only 252,334 reported net, in- 
come, .v“1lch totaled $%9,583,683;697. 
They paid a tax of $1,170,331,206. This 
figure, combined with the national in- 
dividual .tax realized, swells the total 
receipts for 1925 to $1,904,886,389.

Coolidge a hospitable reception when 
he visits them in August, but they 
Can not resist the sneaking feeling 
that he is an interloper out in their 
happy hunting grounds. It is all very 
' well for the State of South Dakota to 
Boast of its distinguished guest and 
to overdo itself in entertaining him, 
But as the Indians see it, the Black 
Hilis. which the State so generously 
»turned over to the President, belong 
' to them. 

They have a claim in the United 
States Court of Claims in Washington 
right now seeking to regain the hills, 
or at least payment of some kind, The 
claim is understood to be one of the 
first on the claims court’s calendar 

nd, if the Indians win, a merry time 
im Congress is predicted before they 
get their money. The white man has 
done them wrong, the Indians are 

ee to say, and while the day of up- 
ings is over, they nevertheless feel 
their grievance strongly. 

The Black Hills are not the only 
land involved. Altogether the claim is 
for $219,000,000, which, with interest, 
totals more than $2,000,000,000. 

It all dates back to a treaty of 1868, 
whereby the United States Government 
contracted to give some of them $50 
apiece, two milch cows, either a horse 
and wagorr or a wagon and two oxen 
and other sundries that were bargain- 
ing mediums of the day. According to 
the pending claim, the agreement was 
_ forced upon the Indians in the first 
Place and is invalid because it was con- 
ditional upon acceptance by a certain 
mumber of the Indians which was not 
fulfilled, and in the second place 
Uncle Sam did not pay off with the 
$50, milich cows, oxen and wagon in a 

very conscientious manner, 


Black Hills Most Desired. 


Of all the land involved in the claim 
and which the Indians charge was arbi- 
trarily taken from them, the Black Hills 
are the most desired. Rich in mineral 
wealth, vegetation, wild game and fish, 
early legend among the Indians classed 
it as the happy hunting grounds. Not 
all Indians were ever to share in its 
natural bounties, the legend ran. It 
Was a place reserved for only the good 
Indians, those who restrained from im- 
bibing of fire water and getting mean. 

There among the pine-clad hills and 
singing streams, the jagged peaks tow- 
ering in some instances like cathedral 
spires, the Indians would go, if they 
were good, to pitch their tepees and 
with their squaws and little papooses, 
sitting around the camp fire, enjoy that 
bliss which comes with the pipe of 
peace. Big Injun would not have to 
bestir himself much to bring in an 
abundance of elk and buffalo meat, and 
by winter there would be plenty of bear 
hide available to keep the family’s red 
skins warm. 

But this was all to be denied them. 
The white man came with his taking 
ways and the Black Hills were taken 
from them. 

Chief Strong Talk is a wise man 
among the Sioux tribe. He does not 
speak English, but he is capable of 
expressing deep sentiments in the 
tongue which he knows. The other 
day about 500 newspaper editors, travel- 
ing on the annual trip of the National 
Editorial Association, went out to the 
Pine Ridge reservation, and Chief 
Strong Talk addressed them. He spoke 
in his own tongue and it was not until 
several days later that the editors knew 
what he had said.

Viasma, White Russia, June 26 (By 
A. P.).—wNicholas Ulitenkov, who 
claims to have reached the ripe age 
of 132 years, is one of the oldest vot- 
ers in the Soviet Union.

There are about 14,000 redskins on the 
reservation; altogether there are about 
20,000 in the State. Seven thousand 
of the total are said to have the fran- 
chise, nearly all of the voters being 
concentrated on the reservation. 

Outside of the reservation they are 
scattered in small groups all over the 
State. There are about 100 of them 
in a valley on the other side of Reser- 
voir Hill, on the edge of Rapid City. 
But they will go soon and others will 
come. The reservation seems to be 
about the only permanent place in this 
State for them. 

There was a family in the hotel the 
other night.

Federal Reserve Board Finds 
Output Keeps Above 
Last Year’s Level.

PRICES REMAIN STABLE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Increased industrial production dur- 
ing the month of May, continuing at 
a higher level than during the same 
period last year, was reported by the 
Federal Reserve Board yesterday. Dis- 
tribution of commodities was in smaller 
volume than last year, while the gen- 
eral level of wholesale commodity 
prices changed little during April and 
May. 

Increased production in May was 
shown for cotton and woolen mills and 
meat packing and lumber. The output 
of iron, steel and nonferrous metals, 
automobiles and building materials was 
at practically the same level as in April, 
with allowance for seasonal decline. 
During the first half of June, produc- 
tion of steel and automobiles declined. 

A decline greater than the seasonal 
slump in retail stores sales was re- 
ported, while department store sales 
were 4 per cent smaller than in May, 
1926. Mail order business increased 
slightly. 

Advances occurred in grain, cotton, 
hide and skins prices, accompanied by 
lowering of prices of live stock, wool, 
silk, metals and rubber. ;

Portland, Maine, June 26 (By A. P.). 
Prof. Charles A. Frederic Mabery, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, widely known chemist 
and art expert, died here today at a 
hospital from a shock. He was 77 years 
old, and for the last 35 years had 
been head of the Standard Oil labora- 
tory. 

Prof. Mabery was visiting here prior 
to attending a scientific research con- 
ference to be held at the Royal Society 
in London. He was a graduate of the 
Lawrence Scientific School of Harvard 
University and from 1875 to 1883 
served as assistant instructor of chem- 
istry there, then assuming the chair 
of chemistry at the Case School of Ap- 
plied Science at Cleveland. 

He was born in New Gloucester, 
Maine. Mrs. Mabery died last Decem- 
ber and his only near surviving rela- 
tive is a sister, Mrs. Herbert -W. Mer- 
rill, of Portland. 


Hecker, Rail Magnate 
And Capitalist, Dies 


Detroit, June 26 (By A. P.)—Col. 
Frank J. Hecker, 81 years old, capital- 
ist and railroad builder, died here to- 
day following a brief illness. Col. 
Hecker served in the Civil War and 
was appointed director of transporta- 
tion by President McKinley during the 
Spanish-American War. He also served 
as a member of the Panama Canal 
Commission during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

In 1874 Col. Hecker built the Rhine- 
beck & Connecticut Railroad and took 
charge of the Rondout & Oswego 
and Walkhill Valley Railroads. In 
1876 he took: charge of the Detroit & 
Eel River Railroad and later organized 
the Peninsular Car Co. here. 


HEATON FUNERAL TOMORROW 


Spanish War Veteran to Be Buried in 
Arlington Cemetery. 


Sergt. Maj. Horace D. Heaton, clerk 
in the Navy Department, who died Sat- 
urday following long illness, will be 
buried with Masonic rites in Arlington 
National Cemetery tomorrow afternoon. 
Services will be held at the late resi- 
dence, 1156 Morse street northeast, at 
2 o'clock. 

Sergt. Maj. Heaton was 50 years old. 
He was born in Providence, R.I. At the 
age of 17 years he joined the Marines, 
He served in the Spanish-American 
War and the Boxer uprising in China. 
During the World War he was detailed 
in the clerical department of the Navy. 
He received a number of distinguished 
medals for service. He was standing 
near President McKinley_when he was 
assassinated at the Pan-American Ex- 
position.

Brig. Gen, John P. Wood, retired, of 
Wayne, Pa., who was stationed here 
during the World War, died late Satur- 
day night at the Bryn Mawr Hospital at 
Bryn Mawr, Pa., as a recult of injuries 
received in an automobile collision last 
Tuesday, according to word received 
here yesterday afternoon. He was 65 
years old at the time of his death. 

Funeral services will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 3 o’clock from his resi- 
dence in Wayne. He was formerly com- 
mander of the Fifty-second Cavalry of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard.

Choir honors for the year were an- 
nounced yesterday morning for the 
Washington Cathedral choir of boys at 
the service in Bethlehem Chapel by the 
Rev. William L. De Vries, chancellor.

The medalists were John Waters, who 
was awarded the Harriet Lane Johnston 
Medal for long and distinguished serv- 
ice; Spencer Howell, who won the Mount 
St. Alban Medal for excellence in sing- 
ing, and Robert Mattern, who received 
a special award upon the decision of 
the choirmaster and men singers of the 
cathedral choir for the most faithful 
and effective work in choir and choir- 
room. 

The following choir boys were ap- 
pointed librarians of the choir: Willett 
Denit, Aitcheson Smith and Robert 
Mattern. Their duties are to keep the 
music of the choir carefully filed, to 
distribute it in the choir stalls before 
each service and put up the numbers 
of the hymns on the service boards. 

Much praise was given to the work 
of the cathedral choir by the Rev, Dr. 
De Vries after he distributed the choir 
honors. The chancellor called the at- 
tention of the congregation to the fact 
of the arduous preparation by the choir 
for the services sung in Bethlehem 
Chapel. 

“The boys in the choir, under the 
leadership of a devoted and consecrated 
organist and choirmaster, Edgar Priest, 
have two rehearsals a day from Septem- 
ber to June, three rehearsals on Fridays, 
sing at three services on Sunday and 
four evening prayer services during the 
week,” the chancellor stated. “Only 
by such a thorough program can the 
music in the Bethlehem Chapel and at 
the outdoor services be maintained at 
the high standards of Washington 
Cathedral.” 

“The choir awards each year,” con-

CAPITAL INCOME TAX 
RETURNS INCREASED

The Treasury Department statistics 
reveal that $264,846,928, the total net 
income reported for the District in 
1925, is .84 per cent of the national net 
income of $31,478,260,100, although the 
total tax paid in the District, $13,837,- 
237, represented but .73 per cent of the 
national tax of $1,904,886,389. 

The average annual income of indi- 
viduals submitting returns in this city 
was $4,628 in 1925, according to the 
statistics, an increase of $1.374 over 
submitting returns the year before. 
While the individual tax receipts ft 
the District in 1925 represented a dt- 
crease Of $47,815 over tax collections 
for 1924, an increase of $379,632 was 
shown over collections for 1923. 

National figures show an increase of 
$1,767.90 in the average income over 
1924, with its tax rate of 2.74 per cent. 
The average income for 1925 was found 
to be $5,249, with an average tax rate 
of 3.35. 

Material reductions in the number 
of persons required to file taxes by 
the new law may be seen in the reve- 
lation that only 3.6 per cent of the 
country’s population filed returns in 
1925, comparing with 6.56 per cent 
making returns the year preceding. 


Most eRturns Small, 


Individuals with incomes between 
$1,000 and $2,000, 1,071,992 in all, filed 
the greatest number of returns. The 
Statistics showed 2,074,849 joint re- 
turns, 120,358 by wives making separ- 
ate returns; 274,139 by men who are 
heads of families; 96,562 by women who 
are heads of families; 1,193,379 by other 
men, 96,562 by other women, and 19,- 
576 under property laws of eight States 
having them on their statute books. 

Decedents numbering 13,142, with 
gross estates of $3,386,266,616, filed es- 
tate tax returns. 

In .the District of Columbia there 
were 17,415 husbands and wives filing 
joint returns, 1,711 submitted by men 
who are heads of families, 1,987 by 
women who are heads of families, 1,303 
by wives making separate returns from 
husbands, 8,151 by all other men, and 
12,726 by all other women. Of the 
43,293 persons filing individual tax re- 
turns in the District, 22,900 were sub- 
mitted by those drawing salaries rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $3,000 annually.

behind the few words they do say. 
That is the reason Dav :: or a man of 
his type takes to their fancy. So far 


as known, there are no Dawes move- 
ments under way in this State, but 
he is the hard hitting kind which 
these folk like. They do not take his 
claim of being a farmer seriously, of 
course. but the way he strikes out now 
ar~ then is pleasing to them. 

Mr. Coolidge has got mighty close to 
the people while here, and he seems to 
be generally liked by the rank and file. 
On every occasion that he has appeared 
in public he has done little nice things, 
such as letting folks snap him with 
their cameras, standing patiently as 
they do so. But then they would never 
mistake him for a hard-hitting West- 
erner, even if his New England twang 
of speech was very wholly absent. 
Dawes might pass off for one of them. 

These Westerners are an observant 
lot. There has been considerable com- 
ment, in fact, over the manner in which 
the secret service men guard him. 
They do not have Presidents out here 
every day, and inasmuch as they have 
a way. of leaving their doors unlocked 
all the time, or their automobiles on 
the road anywhere, without fear of 
parts being stolen, it is rather difficult 
for them to understand the necessity 
for a man having & bodyguard. 

In realization of this feeling the sec- 
ret service men, always diplomatic and 
tactful, are trying to make themselves 
more unobtrusive than usual. 


Murphy Not Invited. 


The first invitations sent out by the 
President for farm representatives to 
come here and talk with him have 
caused some ill feeling over in Minne- 
sota, Frank W. Murphy, of Wheaton, 
chairman of the board of the American 
Council of Agriculture of Minnesota, 
as well as chairman of the legislative 
committee of the Corn Belt Federation, 
it seems, was left off the list.

conducting the services. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge listened at- 
tentively with the other folks of thr 
countryside who crowded the churcr 
to the limit and stood outside to hea’ 
the plea of Lium to have Jesus Chris 
accepted as the ideal of life. 


Shows More Confidence. 


Lium, tall, stalwart, blonde anc 
youthful, spoke a little more slowly anc 
confidently today than last Sunday 
He reminded the congregation tha! 
Christ had a definite purpose in life 
knew what it was and then fulfilled it 
He said Christ was “unlike the Elme: 
Gantry of today who says one thing anc 
does another.” He recalled that somr 
believe there is more dissipation amon» 
youth today and such as there ig h¢ 
attributed to a lack of interest in Lif 
and a lack of purpose. 

Only in his prayer did Lium refer t« 
the President, asking blessings on him 
the governor of the State and others ir 
authority. He spoke in his boyish bu 
stern manner and directed his remark. 
to the whole audience in a way whic) 
showed clearly he had mastered thi 
words he wished to deliver. 

The President and Mrs. Coolidge gave 
him warm praise again as he steppec 
down from the pulpit to escort them t« 
their automobile. Turning quickly 
Lium returned to the church door t° 
shake hands with his flock and again he 
received the congratulations of the 
happy membership. 

There was a little concern about the 
church as it filled rapidly and the 
President had not appeared, but the 
congregation rose happily a little after 
11 o’clock when Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge 
entered and took seats reserved for 
them. In spite of a hot sun and a light 
wind which beat up the dust, the road 
by the church was filled with automo- 
biles.

Mme. Daudet Feared That 
Husband Could No Longer 
Obtain Delicacies. 


Paris, June 26 (By A. P.).—All Paris 
laughed and joked today at the expense 
of the government, which was tricked 
into releasing three of the most promi- 
nent inmates of Sante prison and now 
doesn't know where to find them. 

The Royalists, Leon Daudet and M. 
Delest, and the Communist, Semard, 
who was iet out of prison yesterday 
with them by a ruse on the part of 
Daudet’s bright young Royalist zealots, 
were still at liberty tonight. The police 
are looking for them, and other govern- 
ment agents are conducting a series of 
inquiries to determine how it could 
have happened, and the way it did— 
two simple telephone calls, with Di- 
rector Catry, of the prison, at one end 
of the line and a Royalist, who said he 
was M. Sarraut, minister of the interior, 
on the other. 

Director Catry already has lost his 
job, but the newspapers, when the hu- 
mor of the situation allows them to be 
at all serious, assert that the blame be- 
longs higher up, and that Catry is be- 
ing made the scapegoat. After all, pa- 
pers of all shades of opinion inquire 
in a chorus, had not the director of 
the prison been ordered by telephone 
only a week previdusly to release the 
Communist hunger striker, Girardin, 
the orders on that occasion coming also 
from high quarters—the ministry of 
justice? 


Daudet’s Editor Called. 


Maurice Pujo, editor in chief of 
Daudet’s paper, L’Action Francaise, 
who gleefully told the press how the 
“Camelots du Rol,” or “King’s Hench- 
men” had brought about Daudet’s re- 
lease which surprised Daudet as much 
as any one else—was called before the 
court of inquiry today, as were many 
others. 

M. Sarraut, whose name was taken 
—but not exactly in vain—by the man 
who telephoned to the prison order- 
ing the release of the prisoners, 
learned about the incident while ded- 
icating a monument to the war dead 
at the other end of Paris. He was in 
the company of the prefect of police, 
M. Chiappe. 

Director Catry, as customary, sent 
word to M. Chiappe that the prison- 
ers had been liberated. ‘The prefect 
turned to M. Sarraut and said: “M. 
Le Ministre, Daudet, Delest and Semard 
have been duly liberated.” 

“Duly liberated?” cried the aston- 
ished minister, “what do you mean by 
duly liberated—have they escaped, or 
what?” 

M. Chiappe at once set about to 
learn the circumstances and then in- 
formed M. Sarraut, who remarked 
angrily: 

“Duly liberated is good. It would 
have been better for somebody if they 
had unduly escaped.” 


Paris Begins Laughing. 


A tew hours later the ax fell on 
Catry, and the cabinet was called in 
special session to see what could be 
done. Meanwhile Paris had begun to 
smile and joke, and is likely to keep 
on doing so for a long time, for already 
song writers and music hall performers 
are poking fun at the government over 
the victory which the “King’s Hench- 
men” won at “The Bastile of the Re- 
public.” It was Mme. Daudet’s fear of 
what would happen to her husband’s 
well-known appetite if he had to stay 
in jail after a nearby restaurant, from 
which his food was brought to him 
changed hands, that led to the hatch- 
ing of the clever scheme for his re- 
lease. 

Mme. Daudet had been going to the 
restaurant daily, adding delicacies of 
her own making to the meal carried to 
him from the’outside. Last week the 
manager told her he was going to sel! 
the restaurant. She suspected in the 
change something of ill augury for her 
husband, hurried to the headquarters 
of L’Action Francaise and implored the 
officials of that paper to get Daudet out 
of prison before the restaurant changed 
hands. Whereupon the clever plotting 
began. 

All the Paris papers comment today. 
most of them with “their tongues in 
their cheeks.” Nearly all the editorials 
end in a serious tone, pointing out the 
laxness allowed to exist in the conduct 
of the government’s machinery. 

The Petit Journal says that no doubt 
the incident will take rank as the most 
formidable hoax of the century.

FLIGHT TO BE LONGEST 
WITHOUT LANDMARKS | 


Sun and Stars Will Assist’ 
Them in Keeping on the 
2,390-Mile Course. 


Sun, stars, radio, mountains and sex- | 
tants can guide the coming California- 
Hawali flight of the Army, presenting a 


navigation problem, solution of which 
will be most valuable in development 
of navigational aids to facilitate flights 
without landmarks. 

The problem has been studied care- 
fully by Lieuts. Albert F. Hegenberger 
and Lester J. Maitland, Army air men 
making the flight, one of the longest 
thus far projected without landmarks 
to guide the fliers. 

The distance is about 2,390 land or 
statute miles; Alcock’s transatlantic 
flight being 1,950 miles; the longest hop 
of the’ NC-4, 1,375 miles, and that of 
Coutinho, 1,050. 

Discussing the flight yesterday, Army 
air officials said the present Army radio 
beacon with a 5-kilowatt input to su-

A, 
possible error of 317 miles at the end 
of a 2,400-mile journey, they explained, 
subtends an angle of 714 degrees, so 
that an error of 3 degrees on either 
side of the course would be permissi- 
ble, and, considering dead-reckoning 
solely—that is, steering by compass, 

with frequent checks on drift—this de- 
gree of accuracy is not impossible of 
attainment. 


Accuracy Has Been Attained. 


The only data now available are re- 
sults attained on test flights. by the in- 
strument and navigation branch of the 
material division of the corps, several 
flights as long as 700 miles having been 
made where such accuracy was ob- 
tained. One was a nonstop flight from 
Dayton, Ohio, to Boston, 710 miles, al- 
most entirely over clouds, where an ac- 
curacy of less than 2 degrees was ob- 
tained solely by compass and drift 
meter calculation.

GREETINGS BY HARBORD 


New York, June 26 (By A. P.).—Di- 
rect radio service between the United 
States and the Philippine Islands was 
inaugurated tonight when Gen. J. G. 
Harbord, president of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, filed radiograms 
in New York addressed to Manuel Que- 
zon, president of the Philippine sen- 
ate, and to Col. C. H. Nance, vice pres- 
ident and general manager of the Radio 
Corporation of the Philippines. 

The messages were carried by wire 
from New York to San Francisco and 
then sent over the direct radio circuit 
to Manila. 

“Greetings to the people of the Phil- 
ippines,” read Gen. Harbord’s message, 
“upon the occasion of the inaugurfa- 
tion of your first direct communication 
service with the United States. It is 
my sincere hope that the opening of 
this new channel of communications 
will be instrumental in furthering Phil- 
ippine-American commerce and in pro- 
moting a free exchange of culture and 
understandings.” 

The transmitter at Manila is of the 
vacuum-tube, continuous-wave type, 
radiating about 40 kilowatts from the 
antenna. The transmitting station is 
situated just .outside of Manila and 
occupies eight acres of land. 

The receiving station is some distance 
from the transmitter so that messages 
may be transmitted to and received 
from San Francisco at the same time.

The story is from George W. Sutton’s 
novel, “The Dawn of My Tomorrow.” 
Mills plays wit hhis usual forcefulness, 
meeting each rising situation with his 
characteristic ease and competence. 
Natile Kingston, as the only feminine 
figure in the picture, forestalls criti- 
cism by having everything her own way. 
But one gets the impression that Diane 
Laurens might have been more strongly 
acted and the picture not have suffered 
thereby. But after all, “Framed” is a 
Sills picture, and as such registers dis- 
tinctly. 

Added attractions for the week in- 
clude a Bobby Vernon comedy of no 
particular merit other than to show off 
the silly propensities of the aforesaid 
Bobby. There is an excellent Will 
Rogers travelogue through Holland 
of some length. In addition there is the 
Metropolitan World Survey and two 
thoroughly enjoyable musical numbers 
by Daniel Breeskin and his coconspira- 
tors against time.

Vivid and emotional is “The Under- 
standing Heart,” film feature opening 
at the Columbia yesterday. Full of 
pathetic and humorous moments, the 
story of Monica Dale of the understand- 
ing heart has that appeal of the struc- 
gle of men and women against the 
forces of nature. This story is primarily 
the romance of Monica Dale, forest 
lookout, and Tony Garland, ranger; but 
the good work done by the United 
States Forest Service in times of forest 
fires comes in for a big show and leaves 
a deep impression. 

“The Understanding Heart” teems 
with strong characterizations. Monica 
Dale, brave and fascinating; Tony Gar- 
land, eager ranger and more eager 
lover; Bob Mason, friend, lover and es- 
caped and hunted convict; Kelcey, shal- 
low and cowardly; Sheriff Bentley and 
Uncle Charley, humorous old drinking 
pals—a motley array of characters 
whose conflicting personalities bring 
about dramatic situations. A murder, 
false conviction, escape; the struggle to 
prove innocence, the thrilling fight 
against a forest fire, a novel and thor- 
oughly modern denouement, contribut- 
ed to an interesting story. 

Joan Crawford, as Monica, has an 
entirely different role, which does more 
justice to her individual beauty and 
ability. Rockliffe Fellows is excellent 
as the hunted Mason, and Francis X. 
Bushman, jr., establishes himself by his 
work—and looks—as Tony.

Senator Burton K. Wheeler, in 
Speech, Says U. S. Hopes 
for Unification. 


REPRESENTATIVE DYER 
GIVES PLEDGE OF AID 


Dictator Chang Prepares to 
Resist South; Big Guns 
Taken to Peking. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, June 26.—Officials of the 
nationalist government of Nanking, in- 
cluding Quo Tal-Chi, the commissioner 
of foreign affairs; C. C. Wu, minister 
of foreign affairs, and prominent mem- 
bers of the Kuomintang, including C. T. 
Wang, former premier, and Wang 
Chung-Hui, former minister of justice, 


were hosts tonight of Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler (Democrat), Montana, and 
Guy D. Goff (Republican), West Vir- 
ginia, and Representative Leonidas C. 
Dyer, of Missouri, and their wives, as 
well as local American officials. 

Senator Wheeler, in a speech, de- 
clared the American people feel kindly 
toward China. they do not want any- 
thing in the Far East except China’s 
friendship, and are particularly friend- 
ly toward the nationalist movement, 
hoping that the Chinese will rise to the 
occasion, unify their country and de- 
velop a civilian government. 

He said the Americans desire to help 
China élevate its living standard, and 
in the évent that the nationalist move- 
ment succeeds in unification of the 
nation the United States will prove 
sympathetic with China’s struggle for 

m and a system of government 
enabling China to enjoy equality with 
the other nations. He declared he was 
convinced that the purpose of the na- 
tionalist movement is to give China 
equality with the West, and America na 
ml ge og He made a special a 
peal to Chinese women, and compli- 
oe them on their part in the revo- 
ution. 


Will Stand Against Europe. 


Mr. Dyer declared President Coolidge’s 
China policy was supported by the 
Ameérican people, who hope to see the 
present revolution result in the estab- 
lishment of Ohina’s sovereignty. He 
said the United States has always stood 
between China and the European pow- 
ers desirous of China’s dismemberment, 
and will do 80 again if necessary. 

“We Want to see China, the great 
republic of the Orient, able to stand 
on its own feet,” he continued. “We 
hope China will respect the rights of 
Americans in China, the same as Amer-

America. 

“When China has become unified 
the United States will be ready to help 
in its industrial development, raising 
the standard of living and providing 
useful labor for China’s millions.”

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BEATAUD SIGNS FOR AI 
HOP TO ROME AND RETURN 


Take-Off in. Fokker Plane 
From Roosevelt Field Be- 
tween July 15 and 25. 


AERO IS BEING PREPARED 


New York, June 26.—Lioyd Wilson 
Bertaud, United States mail pilot, who 
was originally cast to make a New York- 
to-Paris flight in the Bellanca-Wright 
plane which was finally guided to Ger- 
many by Olarence O. Chamberlin, has 
signed # contract to fy to Rome and 
back in a Fokker trimotored plane, it 
was learned today. 

The contract calls for a take-off from 
Roosevelt Field between July 15 and 
July 26, at the option of Bertaud. The 
second party to the contract was Brad- 
ford Merrill, “> as agent for Will- 
iam Randolph Hearst. The sum of 
$20,000 was posted as a forfeit by Mr. 
Hearst, who reserved the right to can- 
cel the contract in the event that Com- 
mander Byrd files to Rome and back 
before Bertaud takes off, or that Clar-- 
ence Chamberlin returns to the United 
States by air. 

Representatives of the builder of the 
plane, Anthony K. Fokker, who also 
designed Commander Byrd's plane, were 
signatories to the contract. Workmen 
were at once engaged to overhaul the 
Fokker monoplane in its hangar at 
Hasbrouck Heights, N. J. The plane, 
when put into shape, will be flown by 
Bertaud to Roosevelt Field, Long Island, 
some time next week, where everything 
will be made ready for the New York- 
to-Rome flight. 

Bertaud, it was learned, obtained an 
option held on the plane by a group of 
Cleveland business men, and this was 
the. basis on which the New York to 
Rome and back contract was executed 
on Thuraday night. Bertaud also is a 
resident of Cleveland, 

While additional details of the con- 
tract could not be learned, it was said 
that Bertaud would receive at least 
$100,000 for the flight. 

Like Lindbergh, Bertaud, because of 
his experience in the mail service, is 
accustomed to fiying in all sorts of 
weather. He has been on furlough 
from the Postoffice Department since 
early in the spring, when he had 
planned to navigate the Bellanca- 
Wright plane to Paris. But his diffi- 
culties with Charles A. Levine, the 
backer of the Chamberlin flight—who 
at the last moment, unannounced, 
joined Chamberlin in the flight to Ger- 
many—led to his withdrawal as navi- 
gator of that expedition. 


Boat Stanley Used 
To Be Put in Museum 


Paris, June 26 (By A. P.).— A small 
boat, 40-feet long, which Henry M. 
Stanley used in his explorations on the 
Upper Congo is to be brought to France 
by the government as a museum relic. 

Stanley used this boat when he was 
representative of the International 
African Association, from 1879 to 1884. 
The association was formed to further 
discoveries in Africa long after Stanley’s 
famous trip to find Livingstone. 

The boat will be shown at the 
Colonial Exposition soon to open at 
Ostend,

President Coolidge is said to have ex- 
pressed doubt that Ambassador Herrick 
is bringing from Paris the text of M. 
Briand’s proposed treaty 
war” between France and the United 
States. It is highly creditable to Mr. 
Herrick to doubt that he is permitting 
himself to become a party to such a fool- 
ish proceeding. 

The New York Times, however, prints 
a dispatch from Paris stating positively 
that Mr. Herrick has such a document. 
The dispatch says: 


Foreign Minister Briand’s draft pro- 
posal for peace between the United States 
and France, which Ambassador Herrick is 
bringing with him to Washington, is 
understood to be one of the simplest dip- 
lomatic documents ever written. It states 
merely that the two countries herewith 
agree to abstain from war or threat of war 
against each other. The text was drafted 
by M. Briand himself. In one respect it is 
unique. It does not invoke any principles. 
All high-sounding sentiment and all gen- 
eralities are omitted. It simply outlaws 
war. 


On Saturday Premier Poincare told the 
American Club in Paris that all France 
would rejoice at the signature of a pact 
of perpetual amity between France and 
the United States, “such as that pro- 
posed by Foreign Minister Briand.” 

If Messrs. Poincare and Briand had 
only done the United States the honor of 
glancing at its Constitution they would 
have saved themselves from the ridicule 
that will attend their proposal when it 
is received. 

The United States will not make a 
treaty “outlawing war,” or agreeing to 
abstain from war. If the President and 
Senate should be so misguided and igno- 
rant as to make such a treaty it would be 
a mere scrap of paper, without validity. 

The treaty-making power of the 
United States can not rob Congress of 
any of its powers. The power to declare 
war can not be taken away from Con- 
gress, by treaty or otherwise. 

There are existing treaties in which 
the United States agrees that there shall 
be peace between this country and other 
countries. But there is no treaty that 
directly or indirectly attempts to deny to 
Congress the power to declare war. 

A treaty is not supreme law unless it 
is made under the authority of the 
United States—that is, under the au- 
thority of the Constitution. The Con- 
stitution sets bounds upon the treaty- 
making power when it grants other pow- 
ers to Congress. War can not be declared 
by treaty. <A treaty can supersede a 
declaration of war, but a declaration of 
war can also supersede a treaty, even a 
treaty outlawing war, if the United 
States should ever be so foolish as to 
make such a treaty. 

Messrs. Briand and Poincare are either 
ignorant of the nature of the United 
States Government or they are deliber- 
ately throwing out a smoke screen to hide 
the fact that France is failing to ratify 
an agreement it has already signed with 
the United States—an agreement to pay 
its debts. This empty gesture of eager- 
‘ness to “outlaw war” between France 
and the United States may also be in- 
tended to offset the bad impression cre- 
ated in America by France’s refusal to 
participate in the naval conference at 
Geneva. | 
Before the United States enters into 
any new agreement with France it will 
insist that France ratify the debt agree- 
ment. But whether France ratifies that 
_. agreement or fails to arrange for paying 
* its debt, the Briand proposal to “outlaw 
_. war” will be regarded by the United

These “jnternationally minded” gentle- 
men are anxious to get the United States 
into the league of nations and its court. 
They hail the Briand proposal as a stroke 
of inspiration. At one fell swoop, by.a 
treaty, the United States and France are 
to “outlaw war.” They are filling: news- 
paper columns with their propaganda, 
which attempts to conceal] the naked fact 
that France refuses td ratify the agree- 
ment to pay her debts or even to join in 
a conference to prevent the overbuilding 
of navies. 

The American people can not be fooled 
by this anti-American propaganda. They 
have not empowered anybody to trade 
away the right of this country to go to 
war. That right will be exercised by 
Congress whenever the interests, honor 
or independence of the Nation can not be 
maintained in peace. No treaty can “out- 
law” war. War may break out at any 
time, involving France with other na- 
tions, ‘and French aggressions against 
American neutral rights might make 
peace shameful on the part of the United 
States. Ten years ago a belligerent 
trampled upon American rights and no 
treaty “outlawing war” could have kept 
Congress from declaring war and direct- 
ing the President to carry on the war 
until Germany was defeated. 

Peace between France and the United 
States does not depend upon a treaty. 
No treaty can insure peace. The pro- 
posal to enter into a treaty “outlawing 
war” does no credit to M. Briand’s in- 
telligence or sincerity. 


SOFT COAL DISAGREEMENT. 


Efforts of operators and miners in the cen- 
tral competitive coal field of Pennsylvania to 


On 
July 1 the bituminous mines in that section, 
producing under normal conditions 69,000,000 
tons a year, will be closed down. The owners’ 
last offer was a reduction in wages varying 
from 15 to 20 per cent under the existing 
scale. The miners refused to agree to any- 
thing other than a continuance of the existing 
rate of pay. 

The breakdown in the negotiations is an- 
other step in the losing fight that the operators 
and miners in the union fields have been mak- 
ing against the competition of nonunion terri- 
tory. More than 60 per cent of the bituminous 
coal produced is now mined in the nonunion 
fields of Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Tennessee. These districts, because of 
lower operating costs, have been taking the 
market away from mines forced to deal with 
union labor. When the Jacksonville agree- 
ment, signed in 1924, expired, union operators 
suggested a cut in wages that would enable 
them to meet nonunion competition. They 
warned their employes that without such co- 
operation they would be unable to keep going. 
That situation is now at hand. 

Fortunately for the consumer the stocks 
on hand and the output of the open shop mines 
have prevented any hardship since the first 
breakdown of negotiations on April 1. Non- 
union operators insist that they can continue 
to supply the demand through increased pro- 
duction. If this is true, the effort of union 
labor to keep its hold upon the coal industry 
will have been seriously weakened. If the 
nonunion mines shculd fail to meet all needs; 
next winter’s stringenéy will give rise to a 
public demand for a settlement with the union 
miners. 


COST OF POPULARITY. 


Popularity always exacts ite toll. Col. Lind- 
bergh knows now that a sudden rise to fame 
entails being a slave to the public. His popu- 


_larity, of course, has brought numerous ways 
to attain a fortune, so that the cost of popu- 


larity in his case can not be measured in dol- 
lars and cents. George Ruth can measure 
the cost of his, however, in the coin of the 
realm. 

George Ruth, better known under the sou- 
-briquet “‘Babe,”” plays baseball for the New 
York Yankees. As a general thing, save when 
he suffers attacks of bad batting eyes, he en- 
joys the applause and acclamation of his fel-« 
low men. He realizes, however, that popu- 
larity sometimes turns to dislike, and lhe has 
done everything in his power to keep himself 
in the good graces of the public. Recently he 
filed an appeal with the Treasury Department, 
alleging that during 1924 he expended the 
sum of $9,000 for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining good will to the extent of 
entertaining sports writers, press agents and 
others similarly situated, in order to con- 
Sstantly keep himself before the public. Babe 
Ruth’s, popularity, therefore, costs not less 
than $9,000 a year. 

Whether or not the Treasury will grant the 
exemption has not yet been decided. . Only 
this has been settled—that the cost of popu- 
larity is great, and that the income of a bal] 
player has to be put to divers and sundry uses. 
Who would think that Babe Ruth, king of 
swat, would have to pay for applause? 
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REFORM OF LAW PRACTICE. 


Need for legal reform, from within the pro- 
fession, continues to be a topic with which 
many agencies deal. Within the week, the As- 
sociation of Grand Jurors in New York, former 
Senator George Wharton Pepper and Judge 
Henry A. Fuller, of Luzerne County, Pa., have 
considered the subject. In the opinion of the 
grand jurors and Senator Pepper the fault lies 
among lawyers themselves. The verdict of 
Judge Fuller places the blame upon “‘ill-ad- 
vised modern legislation.” 

“In spite of the adequacy of existing laws.’ 
say those New Yorkers, whose grand jury serv- 
ice has brought them into close contact with 
their subject, “prohibiting and punishing such 
acts as perjury, knowingly receiving stolen 
property, conspiracy, fraud, extortion, black- 
mail and loitering, which is so prevalent about 
our courts and prisons, their enforcement is 

due largely to the bold opposi- 
lawyers.” oe. 
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Pepper, “that it ts foolish to allow practi- 
tioners the liberty and latitude which they 
are no longer trained to use with restraint. 
The practice of law, once a profession, now a 
business, must be regulated by more drastic 
rules of conduct than in the past, and rules 
once adopted must be enforced to the limit. 
By slow evolution, new principles and new 
traditions will be developed, quite as worthy 
as those that have lost their power. But in 
the interval we must recognize that the bar 
can not be trusted with the freedom from 
control which was once its proud preroga- 
tive.” 

Judge Fuller in refusing to be a candidate 
for reelection gave as one of his reasons: ‘“‘Louss 
of respect for the law under ill-advised modern 
legislation, which has led me into the bad 
judicial habit of overexercising my own no- 
tions of justice and good sense.”’ 

In these three expressions the bench, bar 
and citizens, who have aided in the processes 
of the law, unite in condemning modern legal 
tendencies. They present no new question, 
but one which seems painfully slow in settle- 
ment. The bar itself must take the leader- 
ship, for it has been generally recognized that 
a false conception of ethics is more often to 
blame than deliberate violation of the law. 
Existing conditions tend to create disrespect 
for the law and evasions of it. So many 
agencies have pointed the way which must be 
taken that there ought now to be no difficulty 
in following it. 


BETTER RADIO. 


American users of the radio may well see 
good times ahead in several respects. The 
broadcasting situation, under management of 
the Federal Radio Commission, shows signs of 


clearing up considerably. There still exists 


heterodyning and interference, but as a whole 
the air is much clearer since the reallocation 
of wave lengths was effected. As days pass by 
there is every reason to believe that the 
crowded air will be cleared still further, and 
that with added experience behind it, the 


commission will be in a better position than 
ever to deal intelligently with the involved 
question. 

Of equal importance is news just now leak- 
ing out, that corporations which own and con- 
trol the basic patents upon which receiving 
equipment is built have come to an agreement 
releasing to one another their basic rights. 
When new sets are yaade available in the fall 
it will. be possible for the-purchaser to obtain 
a receiver combining the best combined de- 
velopments of many engineering laboratories. 
Basic patents are held in the main by the 
General Electric Co., the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Co., the Radio Corporation 
of America, and the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. By agreement, responsible 
manufacturers now are being licensed to manu- 
facture equipment utilizing circuits and parts 
heretofore available only to the owner of the 
patent right. 

Better broadéasting should result from the 
work of the Federal Radio Commission. Bet- 
ter sets are sure to result from cooperation 
in regard to basic patent rights. It looks like 
good times for the radio user, and for the 
broadcaster and manufacturer as well. 


CIGARS AND CIGARETTES, 


The Department of Commerce reports that 
during 1926 there were approximately 1,660,- 
000 acres planted in tobacco throughout the 
United States, the production from the crop 
amounting to nearly 1,325,000,000 pounds, 
The combined production of cigars in regis- 
tered factories and in bonded manufacturing 
warehouses came to more than 7,000,000,000, 
of cigarettes practically 100,000,000,000, and 
of chewing and smoking tobacco and snuff, 
415,000,000 pounds. About 10,000,000,000 
sigarettes were exported, leaving approximately 
90,000,000,000 for home consumption. Forty- 
two per cent of. all cigars manufactured were 
intended to retail for not more than 5 cents. 
Only 2 per cent were intended for gentlemen 
who feel no compunction in paying more than 
15 cents each for their smokes. 

The American demand for tobaccg products 
becomes greater every:year. Yearly average 
production of cigars between 1891 and 1895 
was 4,300,000,000, and of cigarettes 3,500,- 
000,000. Ten years later cigar production 
had climbed to 6,500,000,000 annually, where- 
as the demand for cigarettes had decreased 
until factories were called upon to produce 
a yearly average of but 3,200,000,000. Be- 
tween 1911 and 1915, however, the tide had 
turned definitely in favor of the cigarette, and 
production reached an average of 14,800,000,- 
000 as against but 7,088,000,000 cigars. Since 
then cigar production has become stabilized 
at between 6,500,000,000 and 7.000,000,000, 
whereas cigarette production has climbed 
from 52,000,000,000 in 1921 to the present 
1926 peak of 90,000,000,000. 

It is highly improbable that the increase 
in population accounts fully for the enormous 
climb in the production figures for cigarettes, 
especially in view of the fact that the numbe1 
of cigars manufactured has increased but 
slightly. ‘There must have been a change in 
American smoking habits. The answer is 
found in the new freedom of women. On:y 
since the war has femininity dared admit addic- 
tion to the weed. Only within the last few 
months have manufacturers dared publish 
pictures in their advertising matter of women 
puffing daintily at cigarettes. Old-fashioned 
people may decry women’s smoking, but the 
manufacturers of cigarettes welcome the new 
order, which has brought unparalleled pros- 
perity.

Commit Suicide Rather Than 
Face Future Misery, 
He Declares. 


LAUDS U. S. FLOOD RELIEF 


Syracuse, N. Y., June 26 (By A. P.).— 
The story of how the inhabitants of a 
whole Chinese village committed sul- 
cide by drowning sooner than face the 
uncertainties of a future of misery, 
was told here tonight by Secretary Wil- 
bur, of the Navy, in a speech before the 
New York Christian Endeavor confer- 
ence. 

Pointing out how the spirit of human 
brotherhood had increased in the 
Western World to the point that relief 
of the distressed was regarded as an 
obvious duty, he added: 

“I was told recently of a case where 
the inhabitants of a village in China 
were impoverished by a raid of bandits 
to such an extent that they saw no 
means of maintaining their food sup- 
ply. They held a consultation as to 
what should be done and after due 
consideration they all decided to com- 
mit suicide, which was done by march- 
ing down into the river and drowning. 
It did not occur to them that anything 
would come to their aid or be under 
obligation to do so.” 

He contrasted with this the im- 
mediate, spontaneous relief offered 
publicly in the Mississippi flood and 
other American emergencies, as show- 
ing the feeling of human brotherhood 
engendered by Christian teachings. 

The sympathy felt for farmers was 
another instance, the Secretary said, 
of the duty felt to heip sufferers. 
Congress had approved the McNary- 
Haugen bill, he said, in an effort “to 
pledge the entire. nation for the relief 
of their difficulties.” 

“The President,” he continued, ve- 
toed this bill, not because he was not 
in sympathy with the idea of assisting 
the farmer, but beccuse he believed 
that the methods invoked would be 
disastrous not only to the farmer but 
to the country in general. The point 
is that the Nation stands committed 
to an attempt to relieve the farmer of 
the difficulties in which he finds him- 
self regardless of fact that to 
extend this-relief involves the shoul- 
dering by others of this burden.”

REVOLT IS A FAILURE} 


Admission Brought Out in 
Charges Made Against 
Trotzky and Zinovieff. 


Moscow, Russia, June 26 (By A. P.). 
Leon Trotzky and Gregory Zinovieff, 
two of Soviet Russia’s most radical 
products, again have come up for offi- 
cial punishment. The presidium of the 
central control committee of the All- 
Russian Communist Party, of which the 
the powerful Stalin is the guiding 
spirit, having recommended the dis- 
missal of both Trotzky and Zinovieff 
for violation of party discipline, it is 
taken for granted that the party will 
adopt the recommendation. 

The most important point coming to 
the surface in the present controversy 
perhaps, is an open assertion of the 
partial failure of the Chinese revolt. 
The counts upon which the presidium 
took action included a recitation of 
“continuous attempts by Trotzky and 
Zinovieff to break party unity at a 
time of serious international complica- 
tions, aggravated by partial failure of 
the Chinese revolution and of facili- 
tating the activities of anti-Soviet 
agitations within the Soviet Union.

0. MILLS’ HORSE FOURTH 


Paris, June 26 (By A. P.).—The wind- 
up of “La Grande Semaine,” which ends 
the social season in Paris, came today 
under extremely unfavorable weather 
conditions. There was a steady rain, 
and the air was raw and chilly, as if 
it were winter time, and only 35,000 
determined souls went to the the Long- 
champs race course in the Bois de 
Boulogne to see the running of the 


grand prix. Most of them returned 
home disappointed because the favor- 
ite failed to win. 

The race, with its rich prize of more 
than 800,000 francs (about $160,000), 
was captured by M. P. Mouline’s Fit- 
terari, ridden by F. Herve. Mon Talis- 
man, owned by Martinez de Hoz, of 
Argentina, finished second, half a 
length behind Fitterari, and Baron Ed- 
mond de Rothschild’s Flemant, with 
Steve Donoghue, the noted English 
jockey, in the saddle, third, three 
lengths in the rear. Ogden Mills’ 
Lusignan, with Esling up, was fourth. 
Sixteen horses ran.

Ten minutes 
before the big race was run the rain 
ceased, and the mass of umbrellas 
which had made the earlier races diffi- 
cult to observe were closed. Wild 
cheering began as Mon Talisman was 
seen to be running neck and neck with 
the leaders as the horses swept into 
the straightaway. Then Fiterari forged 
in front slightly. Mon Talisman chal- 
lenged bravely but could not cut down 
the distance, and the two horses drew 
away from the rest of the field in their 
great struggle over the final few hun- 
dred meters of the 3-kilometer race.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


WHEN TO USE YOUR 
ELECTRIC FAN, 


Wie we think of discomfort due 
to the weather, whether hot or 
cold, the thought runs only to 
temperature. The ordinary thermome- 
ter is the only instrument of measure- 
ment. The talk is all about degrees of 
heat. When this is so, distrust in 
thermometers naturally follows. “The 
thermometer is no good.” “The ther- 
mometer lies.” “Gee, it must be hot- 
ter than that thermometer shows!” 
What’s the trouble? 

Temperature is an important factor. 
But so is humidity, and likewise air 
movement, and neither of these is con- 
sidered when we read an ordinary ther- 
mometer. This story deals with air 


movements as one of the three impor- 
tant factors in comfort. 


At the ordinary temperatures air 
movement promotes comfort. When the 
air is moderately hot comfort is pro- 
moted by stirring the air. This stir- 
ring on a large scale goes by the names 
of winds and breezes; on a retail scale, 
it is known as air currents. These air 
currents are produced by fans from the 
big whirlwind fellows down to the 
palm leaf, which is driven by hand 
power. : 

But at both ends of the temperature 
scales there are zones in which air 
movement causes discomfort. When 
the air is cold, wind makes it more so. 
The body heats up the air which is 
held in contact with the skin by the 
clothing. A wind, breeze, or air cur- 
rent will blow the warm air out of the 
mesh of the cloth and from the skin 
zones under the cloth and cause dis- 
comfort. Arctic explorers find it pos- 
sible to live outside in comfort when 
the ordinary thermometer registers 25 
to 50 below zero, provided there is no 
wind. But if a driving wind is blow- 
ing they must get under shelter or 
they die.

At the other end of the line, so long 
as the temperature of the air is lower 
than body temperature, say about 100, 
a wind promotes comfort. A person liv- 
ing in such air should be helped out 
by fans unless nature supplies the 
breeze. If power fans are not avail- 
able the hand-driven article is a mod- 
erately satisfactory substitute, even 
when the suffering man must supply 
the power. If one b2 a maharajah he 
will have slaves or serfs or something 
of that sort to ply the turkey tail. But 
once let the temperature go much over 
100, still air is cooler than moving air. 
Hot winds are hotter than hot, still 
air, and fans in boiler rooms and bak- 
erles ant such places only make mat- 
ters worse. Certain States require fan 
ventilation in mines. The requirement 
is a good one except it be in very hot 
mines. 

The amount of moisture in the air 
affects the temperature level at which 
we should stop the fans or come in 
out of the wind. When the air is satu- 
rated the level for stor ping the fans is 
several degrees below that which is 
advisable when the air is dry. 


FEET SWELL ON WARM DAYS. 


Mrs. L. H. W. writes: My feet swell, 
are feverish and ache during warm 
weather, especially if I am compelled 
to stand a great deal. I have practically 
no discomfort of this kind during cold 
weather. Can you tell me what. will 
relieve the situation? 


REPLY. 


Bathing your feet in cold water at 
least once daily will help. Perhaps 
there is some virtue in the local reme- 
dies on the market. 

You should make certain that you 
have no kidney, heart or liver trouble, 
and no varicose veins or other evi- 
dence of obstruction in the pelvic re- 
gions.

EW YORK, June 26 (By A. P.).— 
The protests of Philadelphia and 
Brooklyn that umpires’ adverse 
decisions cost them games with Cin- 
Innati and Chicago, respectively, on 
May 21, and requests for replay of the 
contests were overruled today by Presi- 
dent John A. Heydler of the National 
League. 

The league head found that Umpire 
Wilson was correct in insisting that the 
hinth inning of the game at Brooklyn 
be completed, even though the contest 
Was not finished in time for Chicago 
to catch a train at 5:45 p. m., in ac- 
cordance with a prior agreement. 

President Heydler also ruled that Um- 
pire Pfirman was right in deciding that 
a wild pitch made by a Cincinnati 
hurler against Philadelphia permitted 
Tunners to advance only a single base. 


Philadelphia protested that a 
two-base advance should have been 
allowed,. placing the Phillies in a 
position to score enough runs on a 
subsequent play to wipe out Cin- 
cinnati’s 6 to 5 margin of victory. 


The decision placed the play within 
rule 54, which permits a runner put 
one base advance when a wild pitch 
travels less than 90 feet past .the 
catcher before striking an obstruction. 
Brooklyn’s protest claimed the Chi- 
Cago game would have resulted in a 6 
to 2 win rather than an 11 to 6 defeat 
f the game had been called at the 
agreed time. 
President Heydler ruled the arbiter 
Was correct in starting the final inning 
with 9 minutes to play before the time 
uimit and within his rights in keeping 
the inning going,\although it took 39 
minutes to play 
Chicago scores.

EFFORTS TO CUT DOWN

New Oil Production Record. 


Despite intense efforts to bring about 
& regulation of crude oil operations in 
the Seminole field, another new record 
for production was marked up in that 
district, the output for the 
entire country up to unprecedented 
levels. Uncovering of new pools in the 
greater Seminole area has added thou- 
sands of barrels to the daily average 
output and has mitigated powerfully 
against efforts to curtall the flow of 
petroleum. 

The motor industry as a whole was 
in the midst of its seasonal slump, al- 
though a few manufacturers here and 
there were operating at a high vercent- 
age of capacity. Active preparations 
were being made for the fourth-quarter 
activities, ae the opinion of some 
executives, evelop briskly and 
aerate pe early. ublication of 
purported details of the new Ford 
model created a stir of interest during 
the week, but the reported specifica- 
tions were later characterized by Ford 
Officials as “pure guesswork.” 


Corn Reported Far Behind. 


Varied conditions existed among the 
crops. Corn was reported far behind 
its usual progress at this time of year, 
and there were growing prospects that 
this crop will be small. In some sec- 
tions corn is now getting its first cul- 
tivation, more than a month later than 
usual. Oats also appeared spotted, with 
expectations of a,crop somewhat below 
normal. 

Spring wheat, on the other hand, was 
in geod condition, but harvesting of 
winter wheat was being delayed by 
weather in some sections of the belt. 
Grain exports declined from the pre- 
ceding week as well as from the same 
period of last year. Prices of grain 
showed moderate recessions. 

Textile business continued rather 
slow, with buying scattered. Raw wool 
showed some improvement both in 
price and in demand, while cotton was 
relatively active. Farm implement buy- 
ing was less brisk than in recent weeks. 

Credit conditious tightened slightly 
toward the end of the week with the 
return of tax checks to the banks. Bank 
clearings were around 6.6 per cent un- 
der those of the foregoing week, but 
increased slightly over the related week 
of 1926. Bank debits exceeded the 
figures for both the corresponding 
periods. 


PLANT EMPLOYMENT 
SHOWS A DECREASE 


Chicago, June 26 (By A. P.).—De- 
clines of .7 per cent in the number of 
workers employed in manufacturing 
plants in the Seventh Federal Reserve 


Distrie* tor the period April 15 to May 
15 ~«¢ shown in the monthly.report of 
—Susiness conditions to be issued July 
1 by the Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago. The report also will show a de- 
crease in earnings of 2.0 per cent for 
the same period. 

These changes are less favorabie than 
@ year ago, when the decrease in em- 
ployment was the same, but the earn- 
ings declined only 0.1 per cent. 

The decreases this year are confined 
mostly to the metal industries. The 
food, leather products and buliding 
materials groups, except lumber, how- 
ever, show gains. Railroad car and au- 
tomobile industries are maintaining 
their levels of employment, but show 
a falling off in pay rolls. 

Reports from Detroit indicate a de- 
cided drop in employment there. sub- 
sequent to the second week in May, 
amounting by the second week in June 
to 13.2 per cent. 


WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, June 26 (By A. P.).—Hu - 
ing started in 1921 with only a few 
hundred issues, the New York Curb 
Market tomorrow will celebrate its sixth 
anniversary indoors with total par value 
of stocks now dealt in exceeding $14,-

BOND MARKET SUFTERS 
FROM NEW OFFERINGS 


Enormous Influx of Securities 
Causes “Indigestion” in 
Week’s Trading. 


HIGH-GRADE LIST ACTIVE 


New York, June 26 (By the Associated 
Press).—The bond market as a whole 
last week continued to reflect the over- 
supply of new issues, which has been a 
major factor in price trends for several 
weeks. Mortgages of the higher grade, 


| however, displayed a few signs of in- 


creased vigor. 

Anticipation of the $550,000,000 ag- 
gregate of dividend and interest pay- 
ments due next month was partly re- 
sponsible for a better inquiry for gilt- 


edged liens. Hope was held in bond cir- 
cles that the influx of this enormous 
amount of money seeking investment 
will do much toward clearing away a 
substantial part of the surplus new 
material remaining unsold in the hands 
of various dealers. Sharp reduction in 
this surplus could reasonably be ex- 
pected to stimulate prices once more. 

Recent gradual recessions in bond 
quotations on the stock exchange also 
has had a part in reviving inquiry for 
first-class securities, as they have been 
brought down to a level where they 
are in position to compete with the new 
issues. Tapering off of new offerings, 
too, has created a more comfortable 
feeling in the general market. 

New material unabsorbed has reached 
tremendous volumes during the last 
two months or so, some estimates of 
the aggregate running as high as $700,- 
000,000. The steady increase in brokers’ 
loans to an unprecedented total is at- 
tributed in large part to this huge sur- 
plus of unsold bonds. 

That new material should pile up 

on dealers’ shelves is not remarkable in 
view of the heavy flow of new offerings 
since the first of the year. In the first 
five months méfe than $4,000,000,000 in 
new financing has made its appearance 
on the market, and of this great amount 
bonds totaling in the neighborhood of 
$1,500,000,000 were offered in two 
months, April and May. 
, While June offerings have failed to 
keep up the fast pace of earlier months, 
they have nevertheless arrived in suffi- 
clent volume to add to the market’s 
symptoms of indigestion. The total of 
the last week was near $90,000,000, a 


small amount compared with the weekly | § 


average of 1927, but still admittedly a 
considerable quantity of new financing. 
New offerings in the week before last 
aggregated around $105,000,000 and in 
the third week of June, 1926, something 
like $125,000,000 came into the market. 

Credit-wise, the week was divided 
into two periods, each produced by the 
same factor. Government financing 
poured a large sum of money into the 
credit reservoir, creating a few days of 
relatively easy rates. A similar sum 
taken by the Government from the 
reservoir was not felt until the latter 
part of the week, when checks issued 
for tax payments began to find their 
way back to the banks for clearance. 


-A slight tighening of rates was the 


normal and expected result. 

Announcement by the Treasury that 
it had purchased about $64,000,000 
Liberty second 4's from holders, pay- 
ing approximately 10014, was an inter- 
esting development which appeared to 
have no effect on the market for bonds. 
Decrease of around $20,000,000 in Fed- 
eral Reserve system’s “gold held abroad” 
also went without apparent influence. 
Since gold holdings in this country 
comprise about $4,600,000,000, it is 
hardly significant that a change of 
$20,000,000 or so, one way or the other, 
would occur without creating more than 
a ripple in the money market.

MOVEMENTS ON CURB 
ARE HIGHLY IRREGULAR 


Central Leather Stock Is Out- 
standing Feature. in 
Week’s Trading. 


OILS GENERALLY WEAK 


New York, June 26 (By the Associated 
Press.)——Price movements in the curb 
market last week were highly irregular. 
with declines in the majority. Most 
of the buying support was based upon 
special considerations, such as favor- 
able dividend and merger developments. 

Central Leather stocks were the out- 
standing individual feature of the week, 
moving. steadily upward in response to 
ratification of merger plans by the 
stockholders. Ford Motor of Canada 
rose rapidly on publication of details, 
later denied, of the new Ford model. 
Celanese issues and SBancitaly con- 
tinued to attract buyers. 

Olls generally were weak in refiec- 


tion of mounting crude output, now at 
a new peak. Vacuum and one or two 
others, howeyer, developed considerable 
strength. Motors sagged with the sea- 
sonal falling off inthe industry, and 
tire prices yielded further to unsettled 
conditions in the crude rubber market. 
Cigars and tobacco shares were strong, 
probably on reports of increasing de- 
mands for the product of these com- 
panies. 

Utilities, which have been well sup- 
ported recently, inclined to heaviness 
durine the week, partly due to profit- 
taking. Sugar company securities also 
sagged, while baking stocks moved up- 
ward briskly. Publishing company 
shares continued to attract favor and 
coal mining issues responded to steady 
buying. Aviation issues displayed fur- 
ther buoyancy on enthusiasm recently 
created by spectacular flights. 

Nearly a dozen new issues listed for 
trading included rights to subscribe to 
common stock of the Celanese Corpora- 
tion of America, common stock of 
American Water Works & Electric Co., 
and preferred shares of Empire Gas & 
Fuel Co.

Dr. Shacklette Declares That 
Human Race Has Too 
Many Petiy Laws. 


SAYS POWER OF CHRIST

Dr. Abernethy Asserts Yelps 
of Foes.

Declaring that the church has no 
right to use “the sword of the magis- 
trate” or to organize itself into a vigil- 


| ance committee to bring about the 
downfall of persons who heve sinned, 
(the Rev. William.S. Shackiette, pastor 
| | of the Church of the Advent at Second 


and U streets northwest, fired from 
the pulpit a volley of criticism on the 
‘subject, “The Church and the State.” 
Dr. Shacklette, in the course of his 
sermon, defined the duties of the 
church, and pointed out that there is 
a sharp dividing Jine between church 
and state activities. He said, “Certainly 
it is not for the church or any other 


organized body to usurp the function 
of the law-making or the law-governing 
body, creating an éspionage into the 
private life of citizens who have a hig 
regard for personal liberty.” 

Later he added, “We are living in an 

age of law making and law breaking. 
There are too many laws. We can not 
memorize them. * * * The human 
race is more deeply concerned with the 
laws that govern its life for eternity 
than it is about the innumerable petiy 
laws emanating from vain imaginations 
of self-righteous individuals. * * 
I dare say that opponents to the stand 
I have taken will ask what I have to 
offer in their place. I reply with im- 
plicit. belief that the power of Christ 
will overcome the evils of the world. 
If I doubted that. I would lose faith, 
for faith is courage at its fiercest, ite 
bravest and its best.’’ 


Lincoln Is Quoted. 


Dr. W. S. Abernethy, president of the 
Citizens Service Association, in his ser- 
mon, preached at the Calvary Baptist’ 
Church where the association was or- 
ganized, answered those who have criti¢-: 
cized its work. He quoted Abraham 
Lincoln’s famous saying, “When you 
cast a stone among a pack of dogs and 
hear a yelp, you know that one dog 
was struck,” Abernethy said, “judging 
from the number of yelps heard last. . 
week, a good many must have been 
struck.” 

Dr. Abernethy would say nothing of 
the future activities of the citizens’ or- 
ganization. “We have been so misrep- 
resented by the newspapers that we 
have decided to give them no more in- 
formation,” he said. 

Dr. Everett B. Ellison, secretary of 
the law enforcement .body, would make’ 
no comment on the statement of Po- * 
lice Sergt. Little, chief of the liquor 
squad, who*said that less than a dozen 
arrests have been made on information 
given by the association. 


Negro. Bishop Appeals 
For Civil Reform Here 


A word of advice to colored citizens 
against joining with any law enforce- 
ment organization having as its pur- 
pose the enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment, but not the civil rights 
measures enacted in the negro’s be- 
half, was voiced yesterday by Bishop 
E. D. W. Jones, of the African Method- 
ist Episcopal Zion Church. He said: 

“I hope negroes will be very careful 
in subscribing to the reform efforts 
launched in the District of Columbia, 
unless they include civil as well ag 
moral reforms. Negroes appear always 
willing to help others work out their 
pet reforms, but these same people 
are seldom willing to help the negro 
in his struggles for the reforms he 
most craves. 

“Washington is one of the most 
prejudiced cities in America. Atten- 
tion should be called to this fact, and 
such American evils as come under 
this head should be included in the 
churchman’s movement t> rid the city 
of harmful vices. If white preachers, 
from whom the negro has suffered 
more than from any other source in 
American life, want to clean up our 
city, let them begin on the insidious 
forces of prejudice ‘which do the 
most harm.”
